He believed that the States had the 
power (without legislation by Congress) 
to control the sale and use of intoxicants 
within their limits.

affected. 
At this point Mr. Allison presented 
tile conference report on the army ap­ 
propriation bill.

Either tho control of the army, 
I so far as the sale of intoxicating liquors 
is eon- erned, ought to be in the United 
State;, o'r it ought not to tie.

diers <Might not. to lie allowed to have 
access to the flowing bowl and the 
festive cant en and other soldiers denied 
it. 
The army ought, to bo subjected to 
one system of control. 
Congress ought 
either to say that all soldiers shall have 
an opportunity of getting drunk or that 
none shall have tile opportunity. 
If the 
provision reported by tin* conference 
committee is not whipping tho devil 
around Hie stump I must say that I 
never saw the process before. 
A discussion Iii criticism of the phrase­ 
ology in the|substitute reported from'the 
judiciary committee sprung up, in the 
course of which Mr. Edmunds had oc­ 
casion to refer to Canadian and Ken­ 
tucky whisky, and he said that lf he 
was forced to drink either he would stick 
to Kentucky all Hie time.

The 
seed tubers were of medium size, 
one 
set planted whole, 
the others with 
about three-fourths of an inch in length 
cut from the seed-end im mediately be­ 
fore planting. 
The total w eight of 
the seed planted of the two kinds was 
the same, exclusive of the rejected 
portion. 
The yields are here ex­ 
pressed in bushels: 
Seed-end not re­ 
moved, yield per acre, 
m erchantable 
potatoes, 132.1; yield per aero sm all 
ones. 117.4. 
Seed-end removed, yield 
per acre, m erchantable potatoes, 37.7; 
yield per acre small ones, 
120.7. 
T his experiment, was made in a dry 
field, which probably accounts for the 
small yield secured. 
It appears t hat tho difference in favor 
of retaining the seed-ends is very con­ 
siderable. 
In the ten duplicate series 
forming this experim ent, the row in 
which the seed-end was removed yields 
less iii every ease.

T he secret of a large yield is a rich 
soil, good seed and thorough tillage. 
A belt punch and a harness-m aker’s 
awl often come handy upon a well 
regulated farm. 
T he farm er of to-day requires more 
tools than the farm er of a generation 
ago because he employes less muscle. 
Take good care of them. 
T he cron which is most difficult to 
jrow is the one that is the most profit­ 
able to the grower. 
It is tho skilled 
tabor th at captures the cash. 
A particular fertilizer may bo bene­ 
ficial on one farm or field and of no 
value on another, because that particu­ 
lar ingredient is not needed. 
Corn cobs contain m ore potash than 
wood.

would never need to be made. 
W hen 
land is w ornout nothing can restore it 
but m anure and time. 
It is the fable 
of tho killing of tne goose to get the 
golden eggs repeated, 
In this ease it 
m ight be well to plough the ground 
and sow a bushel and a half of buck­ 
wheat per acre. 
If any wood ashes 
can be procured or a bushel of plaster 
per acre, we would sow it on the seed­ 
ed ground. 
In Septem ber tho buck­ 
wheat will be in blossom. 
Then we 
would hitch a chain to the double-tree 
and plough beam, and with the loop 
dragging in the furrow plow and turn 
under the buckw heat and 
leave th e i 
ground until tile spring, 
then cross ' 
plow and sow half bushel of buck­ 
wheat per acre in May, and with one 
jieck of clover seed per acre. 
The 
clover will probably 
“ take,” and as 
soon as the buckw heat is ripe it should 
he cut, leaving a stubble, which will still 
protect the clover. 
T he clover should 
be perm itted lo fall on the ground and i 
the next year should be plowed under 
and the whole process 
repeated, liar- j 
vesting the buckwheat, however. 
Tho 
next crop of clover may bo cut for hay 
or pastured. 
After th at orchard grass 
seed may he sown.

Keep the raspberry bushes pinched 
back. 
T he grindstone will help wonderful­ 
ly in the garden work if you lot tho 
hoe keep it 
company occasionally. 
Try it. 
Have a m ulch of some kind to keel) 
tho straw berries out of 
the dirt. 
G rass cut and put on while green will 
make a good one.

factory grow th with w hat they secure 
from the soil, with others it will bo 
necessary to supply moisture. 
If com­ 
menced to supply water, it should be 


continued until a good rain. 
It is not 
necessary to supply every night; in 
fact a thorough w atering twice aw eek 
will give much better results than to 
apply a 
sm all quantity every day. 
Thoroughly w etting the soil around 
the roots once will be of more benefit 
to the plants than a half dozen sprink­ 
lings over the surface, 
T he best tim e 
for w atering plants is just at evening, 
there is less loss by evaporation than 
there is at alm ost any other time, and 
the w ater has a better opportunity of 
getting down into tho soil. 
T he soil 
should be well stirred. 
This enables 
the roots to derive more benefit from 
the applications than if the soil is hard 
or rough. 
Then on the m orning after 
the applications are given it will be a 
good plan to draw a light covering of 
soil over the surface. 
T his will pre­ 
vent evaporation and help to retain 
the m oisture in the soil. 
If a sufficient quantity of w ater is 
supplied to thoroughly soak tho soil 
two applications a week will be all 
th at is necessary. 
W ith tom ato plants or melon vines 
in many cases old tin cans w ith a very 
small hole punched into the bottom 
set by 
the plants and filled with 
water, replenishing w henever empty. 
is a good plan and will be less trouble. 
Like nearly all other work it is quito 
an item, if it is once commenced to do 
thorough work while it is needed, or 
more dam age will be done than benefit 
secured. 
In many cases plants th at require 
considerable m oisture will thrive bet­ 
ter if well watered before hot dry 
w eather sets in, this will aid them to 
retain m oisture in the soil and lessen 
the necessity of supplying m oisture. 


A Cheap Milk House, 
T hose who find it difficult or im pos­ 
sible to obtain ice will be interested in 
the following plan for a cheap milk 
house for sum m er use, suggested in 
••Lynch’s Scientific Dairy Practice:” 
“ Size inside 10x12 feet: outside. 12x1 I; 
one and one-half stories. 
A 
wall is 
built of brick, 
stone, or concrete. 
E xcavate the earth inside the wall te a 
required depth, say from 
two to four 
feet, or even deeper, if good drainage 
can be secured. 
For a Hoot* pack the 


earth solid, or belter, m ake a concrete 
floor. 
Build an outside wall of up 
right boards, closely battened. 
Build 
an insido wall for a lower story of n ar­ 
row, 
matched stuff, closely jointed 
and well nailed. 
The floor which sep­ 
arates tho upper and lower stories 
should be also m atched. 
This will 
leave between the two walls a 12-inch 
air space—ad ead air space, as it wero. 
T he gables will bo north and south 
with a door in each th at may be opened 
to allow circulation of air in tho upper 
story for ventilation. 
Gn the north 
and south faces m ake openings, one 
for each coi ner—say, ono foot wide 
and four feet high. 
Cover these open­ 
ings with fine wire gauze, and provide 
them with close-fitting slide shutters, 
th at may be opened and shut at will. 
At sun-down 
these shutters will be 
opened to allow tho cold air all night 
to circulate freely in the air spaces be­ 
tween the walls; and in tho morning 
they will be closed to exclude tho 
warm air ol the day time from those 
spaces. 
Tho building will be covered 
in by an ordinary roof. 
A milk house 
of this description put up in California, 
though only eighteen inches below the 
surface of the ground, m aintained an 
inside tem perature sometimes nearly 
30 degrees lowor than th at outside. 
It provided for the care in shallow 
pans of the milk of forty cows.” 
Again, another plan: 
A building 
located partly underground, with tho 
floor from four to six feet Jaelow the 
surface and entered bv an out-door 
stairw ay. 
It is usually built of stone 
and cemented, and sometimes a stream 
of w ater is led into and through it. 
W ood may be used cnly for windows, 
roof and ceiling. 
T he ceiling may bo 
of m atched lum ber and shellacked; cr, 
if preferred, it may be lathed and 
plastered. 
T his kind of house can be 
constructed very cheaply and will be 
well adapted for the use of a farm er 
having a sm all herd.
